F(R whatin it very mawhif, very in- 
ae fipid, very defpicable, when it begins 
to pall; but when it comes to the 
FULL PERFECTION oF Decay, 
if I may borrow that Expreffion, it 
acquires an Edge; it ferves as Vi- 
negar to feafon, to give Relith to 
which is yet unfwallowed by the 
Maw of M—-rial Rapine, and unbury’d in the Gulf 
of -a Foreign Intereft.—-—-=Within thefe five Months it 
would have puzzled the moft ingenious Projeftor in Wick- 
edne(s, to have found out one Expedient which could 
have added Swiftnefs to our Precipitation into every in- 
famous Meaiure, or Weight to our Gravitation into every 
National Ruin.—But Dasmnofa quid non imminuet Dies? 
What will not one damn’d Day diminifh?——The Day 
which faw Honours, Pofts, and Places conferr’d, faw 
Virtue and public Spirit begin to melt within the Sun- 
fhine of aC——t. Every Profeflion of pretended Patrio- 
tifm, every Sentiment of affeéted Honour, which, like 
Maggots, during the Winter of Oppofition, had grown 
upon the Tongues and crawl'd about the Brains, of 
certain Gentlemen, now ripen’d in this Summer of their 
Succefs into Butterflies, and brufh’d away upon their 
ealy Wings. 
I i. (aid, and I avow it, that Things Lave been al- 
ter'd for the Worfe.——Let the gall'd Horfe go Wince. Is 
there a Man who has a Face fo unbecoming every Senti- 
ment of Honour, fo unblufhing at every Meafure of Dif- 
grace, as to deny it ?—Gentlemen fet out in their Op- 
pofition to the late M~ r, upon the fingle, the 
fole Principle that the War we are now engag’d in js an 
Hi—yr War. Every Bulk, every Bench, every Whore, 
and every Hawker was taught to refound Hr, H——r, 
H—r. Nay, I have heard that there was a Project on, 
Foot for taking a Hint from Shakefpeare, and breeding up 
Starlings to be hung out at every Patriot's Door, who 
were to be taught to chatter nothing but H—-r, H——r. 
But, good Heaven! What an Alteration happened the 
Moment our virtuous Patriots came themfelves to fill the 
Seatsof M———1 Power ?— The War then from being 
a damn’d, villainous, wicked, unjuft, H n War, 
became a very true, right, genuine, Eng//> War.

“Vhey were uncautious enough to give the Lye 
to all their Patriotifm, by fuffering authentic Writings 
to be publifh'd all over Exrope, declaring that, by the di/- 
placing of the late M———r, no Manner of Alteration in 
foreign “Meafures, at this C—t, was intended, There 
was in this jomewhat amazingly Mean, as it gave a glo- 
rious Acquittal to their Antagonift, by owning in the Face 
of all Furope and to the ‘reeth of ail B—an, that their 
Oppofition was not to the Mea/ures, but the Per/on of the 
M r; that their Diflike arofe not from'his Prac- 
tices bat his Power.

The Simplex, duntaxat, et unum, apply'd by Horace to 
literary Matters, holds equally well in Politics; but there 
is, perhaps, a Meaning in the Word not attended to. 























For, to effect a great Cuataitrophe, it requires not only / they fpeech’d, wrote and voted when they were out 


that the Plan fhould be fimple and uniform, but that one 
Hand fhould condu& the Execution.—Had the Plan of 
Virgil's Poem fallen into the Hands of Bavius, fhould 
the Anatomy of one of Fobsjfon’s Plays fall to the E.xe- 
cution of our celebrated L——te, they might indeed retain 
fome Glimmerings of a oes Fable or Plot, but what 
would become of the poor Reader? Where is the Vis co 
mica, where the Pivida vis ingenii, to pleafe, to animate, 
to terrify ? In fhort, I will venture to fay, that Bavius or 
C—-y would rear a much better poetic Edifice from the 
Mud of their own Brains, which fhould both plan and 
execute, than they would if thofe great Authors were to 
give the Defign, and they themfelves were to find the 
Materials. . 

I hope it will not be underftood as if I meant any En- 
comium upon the late M r; what I have faid of 
him is only comparatively, and to illuttrate the Propofi- 
tion which I fhall, in the Courfe of thefe Papers, more 
fully prove, that Things have gone from bad to Wor/e, 
with one Aggravation to. the difappointed People, that 
the fame Detigns are to be oad.” but with inferiour 
‘Talents to compafs Succes. 

The greateft Foe of the late M——— never deny'd 
that he poflefles great, the’ terrible, Parts; and that his 
Meafures, -however dangerous, were decifive; but to bring 
them to happy Decifion requir’d his own Hand and his 
own Head. Likethe Management of a mighty Machine, 
the Powers which are to direét it, and the Principles by 
which it works, muit be clearly underflood, otherwile 
it will go fair to beat out the Brains, if he has any, of 
the bungling Engineer.

He will oppofe the firlt in some 
Events; he will oppofe the latter in att.——The Safety 
of Britain lies before him as an oppotite Bank, but the 
raging Tides of Foreign War invetgille’ ifa Conttitutional 
Bridge can be form’d tor paffing this dreadful Gulf, let him 
endeavour it, tho’ at the Hazard of all he holds dear in 
Life. But, which God forbid, thould’there be a fatal, 
an invincible Neceflity for planging into it, Jet him ra- 
ther truft to the Steed which has Vigour and Strength, 
than to that fomewhat betwixt Horle and Afs, without 
the Spirit of the one, or Honefty of the other; without 
Courage to ftem the Force of the Flood, or Addrefs to 
manage its Rage,.——-———This I grant would be a melan- 
choly Alternative, but were it the Cafe, who could heii- 
tate upon the Choice? In the one Cafe, Safety is pre- 
carious, in the other Deftruétion is certain. 

The Object therefore of Oppofition is now that A—n 
which has tupplanted the late, both in public Power and 
public Odium, in the fame, but in much more fhameful 
Manner, as the late A n did their Predeceffors ; 
the latter had, indeed, the Merit of keeping fome De- 
corum with the Public: the prefent has cefpis'd even 
that : Intoxicated with pi/fe:’d Power, they have difre- 
garded the Precaations which even common Prudence 
might have dictated. Direéted by the worit of all Motites, 
they have gone greater Lengths than were neceffary even 
for their keeping Poffeffion of their precarious Employ 
ments.

Force upon themfelves, Has not every Underling, planted 
in Employments by the Father of Corruption, been pre- 
tected, encourag’d and promoted? Docs not Weaknefs 
and Wickednets glate ftrong, in pretending, at this Tim 
when the Spirit of the People alone has veen preyele 
enough to overthrow two M-——rs (one rivetted in 5 
Power by Parliamentary, and the other by Perfonal lo- 
tereft) that fuch a Spirit is to be charm'd down by the fx 
altation of afew Meteors, exhal’d by the declining Warnth 
of a fetting Party, neither grateful in the C-b--t, nor po- 
pular with the N——n? Is there fuch Buchantment in 
Words or in Names? No; the People have bec too well 
inftruéted, even by thofe who have betray’d them, to be 
impos'd upon in that Manner.

about jn almoft all Companies, as Nulances to every 
Man of Virtue or Senfe, ‘This is a Truth which, lam 
forry to fay, has not been attended to, by even thole who 
have been fincere in their Profeflions; yet, as well may 
they think that a Ship will fight weil if all the Sailors are 
Cowards, as to imagine any Adiminiftrauion cun be Po- 
pular, where every Corner offonds the Hyes and Senfes 
of the People with a public Nutance protected and pro. 
moted by that A n. ‘This isa Cate which will 
render the very beft Intentions for the Public fruitlefs, 
Kew are Judges of Meafures while they are only upon 
the Anvil; but every Man is a judge, every Man con.

Munich, April 1. Yelterday Morning an Exprefs arrived 
from Landfhut, with Advices from Marfhal Count Thor- 
ing, importing, that on Monday laft the Auftrians before 
Vilfhoven having fent a'T'rumpet to M. de Schaffat, who 
commanded there for the Elector of Bavaria, demanding 
the Surrender of the Place, and that not being complied 
with, they began immediately to cannonade and bombard 
it; and that the City having thereby been fet on Fire in 
feveral Places, whiltt the Garrifon was employed in extin- 
guifhing it, the Auftrians had broken in, and cut to Pieces 
the greateft Part of them, confifling of three Heffian Bat- 
talions, ove of which was Guards, anda great Detachment 
of the Bavarian Guard, in all near 1800 Men. Weare 
every Minute expecting a more particular Account of this 
Acion. What is above was related to Count Thoring, firft 
by an Officer’s Servant, and afterwards by a Heffian Cor- 
poral, who had both made their Efcape from Vilfhoven, 
a‘ter the Storming of it by the Auftrians. 


The Sutherland Privater, Capt. Sutherland, has taken 
two bifhing Boats, and brought them into Dover. 

The Succes, Wickerman, from Lifbon, bound to 
London, is taken by a French Privateer, and carried into 
St. Malo’s.

Extrad of a Letter received from Cape Coaft Caftle ix 
Africa, dated Auguit 25, 1744. 

We had an Alarm about five Days ago, of a French 
Man of War being arrived in Axim Road, with an 
Englith Prize, taken at Baflam ; immediately on hearing 
thereof, we advertized the Englith Veffels in Annamaboe 
Road, which confifted of Capt. Swimer, of Briftol, and 
Five Veffels from Bofton and Rhode Hland, who all- came 
up and anchor’d under the Guns here. We have juft now 
received a Letter from Mr. Dacres, your Chief of Dixcove, 
who fays the French Man of War, and the Englith 
Prize, are {till at Axim, taking in Water; and that it is 
given out by the Man of War, that there are two other 
French Men of War to Windward, one of 70 Guns, and 
another of 60, ————-._ There areeight French Men ftill 
afhore at Annamaboe, who, I am intorm’d, are exulting 
on the Accounts of the French Man of War.

The Elizabeth, ———, from St. Domingo, bound 
to Bourdeaux, having on board 36000 Ib. of Indigo, 
250 Hogtheads of Sugar, befides Cotton, &c. is taken 
by the Falcon Privateer, and brought into Briftol lait 
Saturday. 

The Mary, Baillant, from Falmouth, bound to Ma- 
deira and Barbadoes, is taken by the Nayard Privateer 
of I< wre de Grace, and carried into Breft. 

On Saturday a Boat laden with Apples, &c. was over- 
turn'd by a fudden Squal of Wind coming from Kingfton, 
near Hammerfmith, and the Man who kept the Jhree 
Pidgeons at the former Place was drown’d, 





The Advice Boat Giipatch'd trom Jamaica with an Ac- 
count of the Hurmcane, was a {mall Veficl, and had on 
board Gold Duft, Elephants Teeth, Rhubard, and other 
valuable Commodities, to a confiderabig Amount. she had 
on board Capt. Cotton Dent, three Lieutenants, three 
Surgeons, two Boatiwains, a Carpenter, and ten Paifn- 
gers ; befides 30 Seamen 

She was taken in Lat. 47: about 200 Leagues from thie 
Lizard, after a Paflage of about 14 Weeks trom ] 
maica. ‘The French uted the Paffengers exceeding il, 
tripped them to their Shirts, and took from them every 
Thing, without Mercy. ‘hey had 223 Dozen Letters on 
board, befides large Packets, al! of which were thrown 
over-board. 

Sir Choloner Ogle was not gone on a Crnize, as was 
reported, atthe fame ‘Time of the Hurricane, but was on 
Shore on Port Royal. ‘There were indeed Five Sai! of 
his Squadron on a Cruize, under the Command of Com- 
modore Coleby. ‘They had very high Winds for two 
Days before the Hurricane came on, which was ex- 
tremely violent, and has done a great deal of Miichiet. 
The Greenwich lay along-fide the Hulk ready to heave 
down, when the Hurricane came on. She tore away 
a good Part of the Hulk’s Broadfide with her Lafhings, 
and then overfet, and the Hulk funk. There were loit 
inthe Greenwich the Captain, Lieutenant, and 84 Men; 
there were 34 faved; the reft of the Ship’s Compli- 
ment were on board the Ships that were on the Cruize. 
The Orford drove out of Port Royal, and was very 
near being funk ; but fhe cut away her Matts and rode it out. 

There were 130 Sail of Merchants Ships, great and 
fmall, driven on Shore, but moft of them will be gor 
off; and as to the Damage done to the Plantations, 1t is 
not by very far fo great as has been reported 

Sir Chaloner Ogle is getting the Ships ready to come 
Home as foon as Admiral Davers arrives; they are in 
great Want there of Maiis, Rigging, and Naval Stores. 
Commodore Coleby came in with the Squadron under 
his Command jutt as the Advice Boats failed. 

The Mary, Balleul, of Guernfey, from Falmouth for 
Madiera, is taken, and carried into Breit. 

The Jolliffe’s Adventure, Archer, from Lifbon for 
Falmouth, is taken by a French Privateer belonging to 
St. Malo’s. 

The Penguin, Morris, from Philadelphia for Jamaica, 
was loft at that Ifland the zoth of October, in the Hur- 
ricane.
